The comprehensive sewer evaluation 
began in April, 1978 and consisted of field 
work and analysis, including manhole in- ' 
spection of about 400 village sewers, ac- 
cording to T Jerry S. Kipp, engineer for 
Donohue and Associates, the survey ingf irm. 

Detailed* sourses of infiltration, which is 
usually related to ground water and inflow, 
which' is related to rain flow were made 
"based on inspections" televising by the. 
company. 

VILLAGE OFFICIALS who know the 
history of the area regarding continuing 
sewer problems were also consulted, he said. 

Through televising, the company "can look 
about 30 feet into each sewer line," Kipp ex- 
plained. Because televising does not give a 
complete look at the entire sewer, he 
described it as a "snapshot view" while 
people living in, the village have a "movie" 
or continuing effect of sewer activity. 

A cost-effect analysis was done. The total 
cost for repairs for the public sector of the 
village will be $98,000, which is eligible for 
"federal participation," according to Kipp.

The Northeastern Illinois Plan Com- 
mission provided the village with one num- 
ber, but the commission says the projection 
cannot be used and will have the correct 
number in a year and a half. The E. P. A. is 
awaiting the NIPC number, leaving the 
village with its hands tied. 

"The government agencies have just got 
us in handcuffs," Haley said. "We'rejn a 
bureaucracy that is unbelievable." 

The village problem of having foundation 
.drains hooked up to sanitary sewers is 
"mostly residential," Kipp said. 

HE ESTIMATED that 10 per cent of the 
homesin the village .have "foundations 
hooked up to the sanitary sewer," he saicL 
The number of buildings he estimated that) 
are hooked up total about 1,700, he said.

Accidental death was the 
verdict of a Lake County 
coronor's jury for the death 
of Chris Oddsen, who 
drowned when he was pulled 
into an open _ sewer "drain" 
during heavy rains. 

A village employe, had 
removed the grate which 
was apparently, filled with 
debris.

Ericson "ran over toward

"He poked a 
rake down" so if someone 
was pulled into it they could 
grab the handle, he added". 
There were no barricades 
surrounding the open: drain 
"at that time," Fisher repor- 
ted.

A recent ruling forced the IRS to 
make it easier to claim a dependency exemption on your in- 
come tax returns for someone you are supporting and who is 
on medicare. 






Each year, when you file your income tax return, you 
~claim exemptions. Yerte^:tte~IRS"hoiWTminyT)eople-you- k - 
support You are able to claim an exemption for -someone if a 
list of conditions is met. Briefly, the conditions regarding 
someone you want to claim as a dependent on your income 
taxes are as follows. 

1) There are limits on his * 'gross income' V 
. 2) He must have one of a list of relationships to you; child, 
"parentruncleTnieceretc; ' ' •» ■ - — 

3) He must not have filed a joint return for the year in. 
question. He may have filed an individual return: 

4) There are citizen and residence requirements. 

5) You must have furnished over half of his support for the 
year. What this means is that his income from all other sour- 
ces cannot exceed what you furnished for him. 

The last condition is the one we are concerned with here. 
Naturally, some types of income counts and some types don't 
count. Interest and dividend type, income counts. Social 
security payments count. Wages and other earned income ' 
count. Part B medicare payments don^t/count. Insurance 
payments in general don't count. The courts have recently 
forced the IRS to change the status of part A medicare 
payments. That's why I'm writing this column. Up to now, 
part A medicare payments counted against you when 
totalling up to see if you provided more than half of a person's 
support. The courts have forced the IRS to accept the ex- 
clusion of these payments. From now on, you can claim 
someone as a dependent on your income tax return if you fit 
all the conditions and you don't have to count medicare part 
A payments as part of his income. You can exclude part A 
payments in determining if you provided over half of his sup- 
port for income tax purposes. In fact, the decision is retroac- 
tive. You may be able to file amended returns and claim such 
an exemption for 1976, 1977, and 1978. ., . 

When the person you want to take the exemption for is your 

parent, be careful of the unit rule. If both your parents, are 

..alive, you must treat them as a unit for purposes of tax exem- 



ptions unless you can prove otherwise. You figure their joint 
total income and your total support to both. You either get 
both exemptions or neither.
